We are 
now called upon to win a third 
one with the productive genius 


We will need to rid ourselves 
of certain shibboleths, slogans and 
myths. We must train trade ex- 
perts in languages and techniques. 
We will, one suspects, learn some- 
thing of barter. Our enterprise 
system will have .more federal 
controls imposed upon it only if 
it fails to meet the demands of 
the present war. 

Even if the missiles with. 
muclear warheads remain un- 
launched, there will still be cas- 
ualties in this war we call “cold.” 
There will be wounded businesses 
and dead ones. There will be 
vast manpower problems as auto- 
mation and trade shifts take their 
toll. 


There are already powerful 
voices raised in Washington say- 
ing that we cannot afford to en- 
gage in freer world trade be- 
eause it will hurt many of our 
weaker enterprises. The 
thoughtful person knows that if 
we fail to make American goods 
plentiful and competitive in the 
markets of the world we will de- 
stroy our largest enterprises. 


If we slow the pace of the 
nation’s vast productive machine 
to that of the inefficient and weak, 
then the productive output of the 
Soviet Union, of Red China, Japan 
and Europe will, im the years 
ahead, reduce this 
relative impotency.

READY TO PAY 


Reddish said that was five years 
ago and “he’s been angry with 
me and out to get me ever since.” 


The sheriff drew a wad of 
money from his pocket and said 
he was ready to pay the county 
$112 for the bond money he had 
personally received in traffic ar- 
rests from April, 1959, to Septem- 
ber, 1961, the period covered in 
the indictment. 


“I’ve already paid this once 


but I’m ready to pay it again. 
This.is the money I’m responsible 
for,”’ he said. 


SALARY STOPPED 


Reddish also said that he had 
not been paid his monthly salary 
since July because of an injunc- 
tion against him brought by a 
“so-called Good Citizens Commit- 
tee.” 


“IT have lost my house, my car 
and another home I owned is ad- 
vertised for auction in the papers. 
If I were so crooked, I would 
have had enough money to have 
paid for these things. I just don’t 
like to dance the tune that some 
big shots in this county play.” 


Reddish said he offered to give 
the county treasurer all the 
money due for the traffic cases. 
He said he had that amount of 
money in his office on July 7. 
TELLS OF ENMITY ; 

The next morning, July “8, his 
safe was discovered robbed and 
the money missing, he said. The 
sheriff gave the jury an hour-by- 
hour account of his whereabouts 
on the night of the theft. 


Reddish also declared that 
County Commissioner Sine Aspin- 
wall ‘“‘has tried to cut my throat.

The committee, headed by Rep. 
Charlies Pannell of Murray Coun- 
ty. called for pre-legisiative 
budget conferences and prepara- 
tion of a budget report by the 
governor, to be furnished mem- 
bers of the Legislature 40 days be- 
fore the opening of the General 
Assembly. 


The legislators should have 
“sufficient time to familiarize 
themselves” with the budget re- 
port, the committee said. 


This report should be ‘“‘com- 
plete’ so that the ‘‘total financial 
program envisioned in the appro- 
priation bill’ is possible, the com- 
mittee added. 


EMERGENCY FUND 


It further recommended that the 
contingent section of the Ap- 
propriation Act be eliminated, and 
that an emergency fund be set up 
for the governor and ‘‘held to the 
minimum necessary to meet ac- 
tual emergencies.” 


The committee pointed out that 
the emergency funds are limited 
by Florida and Kentucky to $500,- 
000 and by North Carolina to 
$1,750,000. 


It urged that “‘a committee be 
appointed for the year 1962 to con- 
tinue studies pertaining to the 
budget; pre-auditing; accounting; 
collection of funds; Authority fi- 
nancing and administration; the 
advisability of -having ‘separate 
budget sessions .. .”’ 

FUNDS FOR BUREAU 

The committee recommended 
that the General Assembly appro- 
priate funds next year for the 
operation of the Budget bureau, 
and that this bureau, presently 


‘established by statute in the office 


of the governor, should be made 
a separate agency of the Execu- 
tive department. 


It said a staff for the Budget 
bureau should be employed as 
soon as possible to assist the 
state budget officer in preparing 
the budget report for the next 
biennium ‘to be submitted to the 
General Assembly covering the 
period from July 1, 1963, through 
June 30, 1965). 


The. state budget officer, the 
committee said, should be author- 
ized “to employ analysts, econo- 
mists and such other personnel 
as he may deem necessary to 
carry out the duties assigned to 


the Budget bureau.’’ 


PROVIDE ESTIMATES 


it further recommended that the 
state Revenue department provide 
the Budget bureau with estimates 
of revenues to be collected the 
next two years, as well as long- 
range estimates of revenues.

ICC Vows to Integrate All Travel

The Interstate Commerce Com-

state’ facilities as well. 


The ICC statement was filed in 
the U.S. District Court here in 
answer to a State of Georgia and 
Public Service Commission peti- 
tion for an injunction against en- 
forcement of a Sept. 22 ICC order 
on the grounds that it exceeded 
the ICC’s authority and en- 


croached on Georgia's state sov- 
ereignty. 


The ICC denied these charges 
Wednesday.

“These are exciting toys,” 
observed Mel Freud, president 
of the Toy Guidance Council, 
Inc., “which perform as good 
tosy should — by stimulating 
activity and initiative on the 
part of the youngster, rather 
than teaching him outright. But 
don’t get the idea that they 
don’t teach anything as they 
entertain. On the contrary, if 
you took them all away today, 
you'd hold back this country’s 
potential science progress by 
a hundred years.” 


But there are a few things 
Shopping Santas should consider 
before hefting that pack for the 
Christimas Eve caper. 


“The first rule of gift buying 
is to consider the age of the 
youngster,’ cautioned a_ local 
family relations counselor who 
is also the mother of three chil- 
dren. ‘“‘Remember that a baby 
will put everything into his 
mouth, so beware of toys that 
have small parts he could swal- 
lor, or sharp edges that might 
scratch.” 


LABEL TOYS

Available for tricycle riders is 
a new vehicle with a hand con- 
trol that releases both back 
wheels to spin, twist and turn 
in any direction, providing a 
“really different ride."’

--An intercontinental-range Titan 
missile blazed 5,000 miles to the 
South Atlantic Ocean Wednesday 
night in a successful test of an 
inertial guidance system for a 
new, more powerful model of the 
rocket. 


The Air Force reported the 98- 
foot projectile met all test objec- 
tives on a 30-minute, 15,000-mile- 
an-hour journey to a target area 
off Ascension Island. 


THIRD SUCCESS 


Primary purpose was to check 
the inertial guidance system 
which is being developed for the 
advanced Titan I} -missile, most 
powerful military rocket on the 
United States drawing boards. Ti- 
tan II will start its test program 
here early in 1962. 


The guidance was tested on 
four previous Titan I flights, three 
of them successful. 


NON-JAMMABLE 


Titan I missiles normally use 
a radio-command guidance which 
receives steering commands from 
a ground station during powered 
flight. The inertial system elim- 
inates possible enemy jamming of 
these signals because it is built 
entirely within the missile and re- 
quires no post-launch directions 
from the ground. 


The Titan I missile is scheduled 
to become operational late this 
year. Titan II will follow in 1963.

Albania’s Communist leaders 
have come under strenuous at- 
tack from the Soviet Union and 
other Communist-bloc countries. 
Peiping has tacitly sided with the 
Albanians and Tuesday for the 
first time admitted the existence 
of the dispute within the Commw- 
nist camp. 

Chen Yi spoke Wednesday night 
at an Albanian embassy reception 
marking the 17th anniversary of 
the ‘‘liberation” of Albania. Pre- 
mier Chou En-lai, Peiping Mayor 
Peng Chen and other senior gov- 
ernment leaders also attended, 
underlining the importance China 
attaches to its relations with Al- 
bania. 

PLEDGES COOPERATION 


Hsinhua, the Chinese Communist 
press agency, said Chen Yi had 
hailed ‘‘the fraternal relations of 
friendship, mutual assistance and 
cooperation that were growing 
daily between the Chinese and Al- 
banian peoples.” 


This friendship and cooperation, 
he said, is ‘‘founded on Marxism- 
Leninism and proletarian interna- 
tionalism.”’ 


Hsinhua reported ‘‘thunderous 
applause” had greeted the mar- 
shal’s statement that “‘all provo- 
cations and disruptive schemes 
directed against Albania by im- 
perialism, Yugoslav modern re- 
vionism and reactionaries of vari- 
ous countmes will certainly meet 
with defeat.”’

WASHINGTON (UPI)—The N.S. 
Savannah, world’s first atom-pow- 
ered merchant ship, has just been 
stoked with enough nuclear fuel 
to run it for 3% years, it was an- 
nounced Wednesday. 


The Atomic Energy Commission 
and Maritime Administration said 
32 fuel elements of uranium 
weighing about 17,000 pounds had 
been put into the Savannah's re- 
actor at Camden, N.J. The reac- 
tor is designed to deliver 20,000 
horsepower. 


The ship's atomic engine will 
be brought to 10 per cent of its 
operating power during tests at 
the New York Shipbuilding Corp.'s 
yards in Camden. 


Later the ship will be moved to 
Yorktown, Va., for full*power tests 
and its first sea trials. After com- 
pletion of safety checks the ship 
will go to sea for 18 months of 
trials during which it will carry 
passengers and cargo “‘at prevail- 
ing rates.’ It will visit major 
U.S. and foreign ports.

If you're wondering why you 
never heard of Rock-Cornish 
game hen until recent years, it 
might surprise you to know that 
they did not exist before 1950! 


Enthusiastic housewives and 
gourmets delight in serving this 
plump little bird on special oc- 
casions. Many times, you'll dis- 
cover that wild rice is a favored 
accompaniment but this isn’t 
always the case. 


A few days ago Jimmy Las- 
setter of 5121 Powers Ferry 
Rd. NW invited a home econ- 
omist friend, Mrs. Hudson John- 
son (better known to her friends 
as Brownie) and her husband 
over for a Cornish hen dinner. 


Kleanor Lassetter and Hudson 
Johnson made themselves com- 
fortable in the far corner of the 
kitchen while Jimmy and 
Brownie collaborated on their 
favorite recipes and the best 
seasonings for certain foods. 


On this particular evening, 
Brownie prepared a_ glorious 
Rice Ring and placed brussels 
sprouts in the center of the 
mold. The Cornish hens were 
arranged in a spoke fashion 
around the rice ring on a large 
platter. 


For an extra garnish, Brownie 
and Jimmy prepared , Spiced 
Orange Slices and. placed them 
around each game hen.

lustrous greenish-black and 
burnished red feathers. This 
particular bird arrived in Brit- 
ain before the Romans. 


About the middle of the 19th 
Century, as the result of exten- 
sive cross-breeding between the 
original Malayan fighting cock 
strain and British fowl, there 
developed in England the Corn- 
ish game cock or chicken It 
gained acclaim as much for its 
excellent fleshing properties as 
its battling prowess. 


The birthplace of the first 
Rock-Cornish game hen is a 
farm in hilly northeastern Con- 
necticut, near the village of 
Pomfret Center. It was here 
that Jacques Makowsky, a farm- 
er, and his wife had been ex- 
perimenting for. a number of 
years with white African guinea 
hens. Then one cold wintry 
night, .a fire swept through 
their chicken house, destroying 
their entire flock. 


Instead of trying to replace 
the guineas immediately, Mrs. 
Makowsky decided to scan the 
books on poultry they had col- 
lected in their farmhouse. It 
was then that she chanced upon 
the little-known Cornish game 
cock and hen. | 


Immediately, the Makowskys 
made a diligent search for 
healthy Cornish game cocks 
and hens of the original Eng- 
lish strain. Shortly after the 
long series of cross - breeding, 


experiments with several vari- 
eties of American fowl began. 


Finally in 1950, the white 
Plymouth Rocks proved most 
satisfactory producing a small 
plump hen. It was to the gour- 
met’s delight and the hostess’ 
relief that the bird provided 
almost all tender white meat, 


After the Cornish hens thaw- 
ed, Jimmy stuffed each with 
corn-bread stuffing, floured each 
one and prepared a sauce to 
baste with during the eooking 
process, 

BASTING SAUCE 

Paprika 
1 stick butter 

Juice of 2 lemons 
1 bottle sherry extract 

Melt butter and combine with 
the remaining ingredients. 


The hens started in an oven 
of 425 degrees during the first 
25 minutes of the cooking time. 
Then the temperature was 
turned back to 350 degrees and 
the birds were allowed to cook 
a total of two hours. There were 
regular bastings during this 
cooking time of about every 
10 to 12 minutes. 

While Jimmy tendec the birds, 
Brownie was busy checking the 
Rice Ring.
